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Doctor Draws Circle of Support from Her Church

On Friday, the Reverend Amy Lignitz Harken enjoyed 
a virtual graduation ceremony after earning her doctorate in 
ministry from Hartford Seminary, then was flabbergasted by 
the cavalcade of cars swinging by the end of her parsonage 
driveway, pausing and shouting their congratulations. 

A serenade of sorts was in order, but the Mattapoisett 
Congregational Church parishioners' sense of family and 
outpouring of support for their pastor was more than 
evident. Banners, balloons, a drone, and impromptu singing 
brought neighbors out of nearby houses to join in the 
commotion and wish their local clergywoman the best. 

"I had no idea. It was a huge surprise; it was a very 
big surprise," said Lignitz Harken. "My husband (Bruce) 
had mentioned that after graduation - we had a virtual 
graduation on TV - there might be something at the end 
of the driveway at two o'clock. I thought that it was very 
nice..." 

Adorned with a hooded gown and a graduation cap 
she really liked, Lignitz Harken greeted and interacted with 
dozens of people whose cars began their parade from the 
Mattapoisett Park and Ride before heading north into their 
pastor's neighborhood. 

Lignitz Harken has been pastor at Mattapoisett 
Congregational Church since March 2011. She had been 
ministering in the Kansas City area before moving east "to 
take this call". Bruce Harken, her husband of 16 years, is a 
contractor and a member of the congregation's leadership 
team. 

"We felt that this would be an opportunity to live 
a healthy lifestyle. It's an outdoorsy type of the world- 
kayaking and things to do. I had a good feeling about the 
people on the search committee," said Lignitz Harken, who 
felt she was given an ample opportunity to express her ideas. 
"There's all kinds of churches and all kinds of ministers... it's 
kind of a chemistry thing. This felt like the (right) chemistry... 
The church is looking for a good fit, and the minister is 
looking for a good fit, and ultimately you've got to put it 
God's hands." 

Ultimately, Lignitz Harken wanted to be in a place

"where everybody is going to have a sense of fulfillment and 
purpose, where we grow together." 

She went back to school for her own growth. 

"For me (the doctoral program) was not about getting 
letters before or after my name at all. It was about continuing 
my education. I love to learn and being in a classroom. It 
felt like a really good season for me to embark," she said. 
"Hartford has a very strong interfaith dialogue and religious 
pluralism. A lot of freedom there to create your own program 
and it's small... seemed like the right time of life to do it." 

Lignitz Harken's dissertation was on "circles, 
processes, and congregations," an application of a long¬ 
standing communications method aimed at establishing 
common ground before identifying differences. 

The emphasis is on helpful, respectful, egalitarian 
communication. 

"That just seems like something churches could really 
use, especially churches of all stripes, and especially in this 
political climate that is so polarizing. It makes it difficult for 
people who love each other to have an open conversation,"

said Lignitz Harken. "We don't have trouble talking; we have 
trouble listening." 

On the premise that at some basic level core values are 
the same, differences can be explored in a healthier manner. 

"In the circles process, the way it's done people connect 
on deeper levels, basic human levels, they realize how much 
they have in common," said Lignitz Harken. "Once you start 
seeing other people as other people and not the enemy," 
it becomes possible to achieve a mutual understanding so 
critical and so rare in today's world. 

Lignitz Harken explained how, in the circles format, 
one person speaks at a time and everyone else listens. "When 
you're the speaker, you have an assurance that you're not 
going to be judged... and know everyone in the circle will 
have the same experience. It encourages respectful listening," 
she said. 

Applications might include problem-solving or 
planning, sharing of stories, or getting to know one another 
better. 

"There are circles that deal specifically with conflict, 
but learning to talk to each other openly and know you're 
not being judged, that avoids conflict. It's so simple, but it's 
a remarkable way for people to talk to each other," she said, 
alluding to her dissertation. "That was my hope, to create a 
circles program and use it in the Congregational Church here 
in Mattapoisett. 

"If we can lead with our curiosity, instead of 
encountering somebody with the question, 'Do I like you or 
do I not like you?' lead with, 'Who are you? Tell me about 
yourself.' Life is not a two-sided coin. It's many-faceted, 
but it's more than many-faceted, there are no limits. Things 
change and people change. People can change." 

The program drew "pretty good participation," 
positive reactions and positive application to all kinds of 
challenges within the congregation. 

"It was to keep exploring how the church can best be 
church," said Lignitz Harken. "It's a brave new world out 
there. If we can just talk to each other, we can figure it out

together. 

"One of the really neat things about circles is it 
celebrates difference. It doesn't mean you're a threat to me. 
You're a human being, you're a child of God. Both of us have 
parents, we have children, we value family, we value home, 
we have so much in common." 

Improving communication factored into the church's 
ability to respond to the challenges brought on by the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

"We were able to work very quickly to get a game 
plan and to really be of the same mind and make decisions 
quickly and collaboratively... I'm really proud of what 
we've done together," said Lignitz Harken. "In terms 
of responding, we immediately set up a way to call on 
parishioners who would appreciate regular check-ins. 

We already had a team of people, and... that list grew 
exponentially and we had a lot of volunteers to be on that 
team. 

"If nothing else, this pandemic shows we are all in 
this thing together. We can oppose each other... or we can 
cooperate collaboratively for the betterment of everybody." 

The church also built up what had been a small 
prayer ministry. Administrative assistant Tina Zantrofski

started working out of her home, and Lignitz Harken 
started working out of the parsonage, "just to make all those 
adjustments very quickly," said Lignitz Harken. "How are 
we going to worship, what kind of worship experience are 
we going to have?" 

The church also uses Facebook and YouTube. Sermons 
are posted on Facebook and ORCTV at 8:00 am Sunday and 
rebroadcast at 11:00 am Wednesdays. 

"Church Chairman Phil Jackson and I send out a letter 
that we write together, to update people on what the thinking 
is, trying to encourage people and let them know they're not 
forgotten," said Lignitz Harken. "There's mission work going 
on, too, and we celebrate that. Our feeling is pretty universal 
that our primary concern is taking care of each other." 

Even before Governor Baker rolled out a re-entry

plan, the church had discussed ideas. But Lignitz Harken 
remains realistic, especially considering it's church, not the 
parishioners' place of employment. 

"The stakes are a lot different," she said. "Houses of 
worship of all kinds are among the danger zones because 
you have so many people inside and a lot of (the buildings) 
are not well ventilated. We want to sing and be in physical 
contact with each other. That makes it difference." 

Lignitz Harken's stepson. Erik, 23, was about to start 
a new job in New York when the corona virus detoured 
his path and instead made him a third resident at the 
Mattapoisett parsonage. Erik's plight is not unique, nor are 
the challenges affecting Mattapoisett Congregational. 

"We've come a long way and we have further to go. 

The church is joyful and, just the way we've been able to 
respond to this challenge and in significant ways, I think 
it's a testament to the church and the ministry of the church 
that we engage in together," said Lignitz Harken. "We work 
together ... we have a great staff.... leadership collaboratively 
help each other do our jobs." 

Circles used to connote spinning one's wheels, 
but Lignitz Harken's education tells her that celebrating 
common belief and common experience can help people who 
otherwise might tend toward conflict find common ground 
and build on it. 

"A rising tide raises all boats," she said. "We can all 
lift each other up. We don't have to push somebody down 
in order to lift somebody up. The great thing about circles 
is we ... have the wisdom ourselves. Nobody knows any 
congregation as well as the members there. We can lean on 
them." 

'Seniors Honoring Seniors' to Debut 

Rochester Council on Aging Board of Directors

During the May 18 meeting of the Rochester Council 
on Aging Board of Directors meeting. Woody Hartley made 
a suggestion that quickly won the hearts and minds of the 
other board members as well as the COA Director Cheryl 
Randall-Mach. 

Hartley, who is also a selectman, stated, "The teenagers 
went home and - boom - on Friday it was over," speaking 
of the abrupt closing of all schools. He said that high school 
seniors had been especially impacted by school closures and 
believed it was important to let those graduating seniors 
know how important they are to the community. 

"We have 77 students from Rochester graduating from 
three high schools," Hartley said. But none will know the 
joy of participating in graduation ceremonies. To take the 
sting out of that disappointing reality. Hartley suggested that 
senior citizens, COA board members, videotape celebratory 
greetings naming each of the students, giving them a 
moment, albeit brief, of joyful recognition. 

Laying out the process. Hartley said that each 
participating board member would be given a list of 
students' names and as the member is videotaped they 
will say each graduate's name with best wishes and 
congratulations. He said the videos would then be 
compiled, edited, and made available on various social 
media platforms. "It's a simple thing, but it's something 
we can do for our students," he said. Hartley said that once

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what Rochester's CO A Board of Directors had done for the 
graduates. The board members unanimously approved 
the idea with several members volunteering to share good 
wishes to the graduates. 

Another bit of good news was shared by Randall-Mach, 
who told the members that the annual Rochester Memorial 
first grade Arbor Day tree giveaway to first graders was once 
again planned. In a follow-up Randall-Mach said that for 
30 years the COA has been purchasing blue spruce saplings 
and passing them out to first graders on Arbor Day. She said 
that this year the program would be held outdoors and the 
trees would be given to the children as they arrived to collect 
materials and personal belongings that had been left in the 
school when it closed. Randall-Mach said, "We are so happy 
to be able to do this," adding that safety, social distancing, 
and the wearing of face coverings would be employed. 

Earlier in the meeting, Randall-Mach shared that 
grant training for vans was now in process and that the 
food bank held monthly was still in operation. She said 
that through Coastline Elderly Services the food program 
might be extended through the summer months. The food 
bank distributes from the Rochester COA parking lot on the 
second Wednesday of each month. Interested parties can 
contact the COA for further details. 

Staff adjustments due to COVID-19 and subsequent 
Senior Center closure were briefly touched on with 
Hartley commending the staff and the director for their 
efforts. Regarding van service for healthy seniors needing 
transportation to medical appointments, Randall-Mach 
explained the intricate process that will be required to 
maintain physical distancing once the service resumes.

Nighelli Offered Job as Marion Chief of Police

The Town of Marion does not want to lose Police 
Lieutenant Richard Nighelli and decided the best way not to 
is to make him Chief of Police. 

"He's been with us for 17 years, he could have left us, 
but he didn't," said Board of Selectman Chairperson Randy 
Parker after the board interviewed Nighelli for the job on

With three options following the interview, the board 
elected not to open the job posting to outside candidates - 
Nighelli was the only internal candidate - or take time to 
contemplate the choice. Parker and selectmen Norm Hills 
and John Waterman voted unanimously to authorize Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail to offer Nighelli the job pending 
successful contract negotiations. 

Nighelli will replace retiring Chief of Police John B. 
Garcia, whom McGrail said supports Nighelli's candidacy 
"unequivocally." 

It was Nighelli's second time candidating for the 
position, and Parker made note of the fact in his introductory 
comments. 

"Three years ago, you sat in the same position and we 
didn't give you the job. I'm so glad you stayed with us," 
Parker told Nighelli before he. Hills, Waterman and McGrail 
peppered the candidate with a wide array of questions. 

Hills asked Nighelli what are the primary law- 
enforcement issues in Marion. 

"Probably fraud. We have a large elderly population 
here, and weekly we're getting calls on scams and frauds 
so I would definitely say frauds," said Nighelli. "We've had 
situations in town where someone may call someone elderly 
and pretend to be their grandson, and they're sending 
thousands of dollars overseas somewhere. It's very difficult 
for law enforcement, we just don't have the resources to track 
all that and sometimes the people could be out of that money. 
We need to educate our senior population, but that's one of 
the biggest problems we have here is frauds." 

Thanks to Garcia's initiative of "Coffee with the Cop" 
over at the Council on Aging, Nighelli has a head start on a 
strong relationship with the town's senior citizens. 

"The chief and I have been over there several times 
to talk to the seniors about different issues. We talk about 
everything from speeding to fraud to pot holes," said 
Nighelli. "It's good for us to get out there to see what the 
real-world problems that they're having, and it's good for 
them to interact with us." 

Nighelli plans to involve more officers in Coffee with 
the Cop but also expand on efforts to reach out to students in 
the schools. 

"School presents some challenges, we're not in the 
schools all the time," said Nighelli. "We don't have a full¬ 
time school resource officer, we have a school liaison officer 
that responds to the school occasionally. I don't know if the

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schools need a school resource officer.... We have officers 
that go into the school, and occasionally we'll have lunch 
with the students." 

At the root of the job, said Nighelli, are problem¬ 
solving skills. 

He told the board that it's incumbent upon every police 
officer to see problems and have solutions for those problems 
so his years of experience in the basics of being an officer are 
what preparing him best to be a chief of police. 

Asked by Parker how he expects the town to support 
him as a chief of police, Nighelli said in collaboration, that 
it will be most successful coming from both sides, "between 
myself and town officials." 

At Waterman's request, Nighelli summarized the 
Police Department's structure and then discussed his theory 



on handling internal conflict. 

"I guess, human nature, there's always going to be 
some challenges with resistance to change, and I think if 
you're a strong leader, you have strong communication skills 
... you show some empathy, I think you can get through 
any challenge by talking it out," said Nighelli. "I mentioned 
before about collaborating. It's not just my way or the 
highway, but having a good dialogue and bringing all the 
stakeholders in to come up with a resolution. 

"I understand that the top position needs to make 
difficult decisions, but at the end of the day I understand that 
there needs to be some collaboration, too, so everyone needs 
to feel a part of those or you're not going to be successful.' 

Nighelli says the Marion Police Department is rich in 
team players. 

"We're a 24/ 7 operation - nights, holidays, weekends, 
they've answered every challenge that they're faced with," 
he said. 

Parker addressed the inconvenient question of morale. 

"We face that as a police department. Occasionally 
morale gets low. As law enforcement, sometimes we get 
beat up in the media and we deal with things here that don't 
sit eight with law enforcement," said Nighelli. "I think one 
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thing is having a sense to bring people in to find out what's 
going wrong, and that's one of my thoughts if I am selected, 
is I'll bring the whole department in to find out what's going 
right and what's going wrong, and I'll ask them two things 
that they think we can improve on. And also I'd like to ask 
them what they plan on doing for the community. 

"I think all those things will help morale greatly 
because they feel they have an input to what's going on. I 
don't just want to be a manager, I want to be a leader and I 
feel that leaders inspire people." 

Waterman asked Nighelli why he wants to become 
chief of police. 

"I wanted to," he said. "I feel like I have a good 
working relationship with Mr. McGrail, I feel like I have like 
I have a good working relationship with the board so that 
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was important to me. It's also important to me that the board 
is comfortable with me as well. 

"I feel like this is the next progression for me. It's going 
to be a nice challenge. I'm always trying to challenge myself. 
I'm ready to take that challenge and I'm ready to accept that 
challenge." 

Part of that challenge, said Nighelli, is to participate in 
the hardest of the work. 

"I would never task someone to do something I 
wouldn't do myself, so from that standpoint I feel that my 
management style is respected. I think I'm very direct. I'm 
not going to sugarcoat anything, and I think people respect 
that as a manager," he said. 

Anyone who has watched a cop show on television 
knows there has to be mountains of truth behind the familiar 
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storyline of the stress and emotional taxation that comes with 
the lifestyle of a police officer. 

"You can't be in that position unless you're a leader," 
said Nighelli. "You to have integrity and not just integrity 
when everyone's looking at you, you need to have integrity 
when no one's looking at you." 

Nighelli has the support of his family as well as from 
Garcia, and as a married man with children ages six and 
eight he understands how critical support systems are. 

"Fortunately, (my wife) allows me to follow my dream 
to be a police officer, she's the engine that drives our family 
so I'm appreciative of her. She's used to me being up at all 
hours of the night," said Nighelli, alluding to time served 
on the regional SWAT team. "If she wasn't supportive of me 
putting in for this position. I'd stay a lieutenant."

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McGrail told Nighelli, "You're kind of a young chief, 
what's the plan?" 

"My plan," said Nighelli, "is to have a five-year goal 
and a 10-year goal for the department. I don't envision 
myself going anywhere. I know things happen, sometimes 
relationships deteriorate so I have an understanding of that. 
But my plan is this is my second home. I've grown to love 
the community.... I don't see myself retiring any time soon. 

"I'm looking forward to taking this next challenge and 
hopefully becoming the town's 11th police chief.... I'm here 
for the long haul." 

After the board's decision, McGrail said he would get 
to work on a contract proposal. 

Before the interview began, McGrail explained for the 
sake of viewers on ORCTV that the seats were arranged to 
be at least 7 feet apart and that he and all the participants 
entered the meeting room wearing masks and would put 
them back on when leaving their chairs. 

Marion Residents Preview Septic Proposal

Title 5-compliant septic systems were not designed 
to protect the water from the release of nitrogen, a long¬ 
standing problem intensified by the SouthCoast's sandy 
waters. Thusly, the Marion Board of Health has offered a 
sneak peek into its impending proposal for a new regulation¬ 
making mandatory a nitrogen-reducing technology in any 
new septic installation at what has been described as a "tiny 
percentage (increase) to the overall cost." 

This would pertain to any new construction and to any 
failed system at the point of sale of an existing construction. 
No other septic systems will be subject to this regulation. 

Septic systems are one of five major contributors to 
nitrogen in the water, along with wastewater treatment 
plants, cranberry bogs, fertilizer, and vehicle exhaust 
emissions, according to a May 16 informational webinar held 
via Zoom video conference. 

Cape Cod-based, alternative septic systems expert 
George Heufelder was a guest presenter in the webinar, 
explaining the new system and taking questions in hopes 
of getting the public on board with a program billed as the 
town's first to address the future of the inner harbors. 

"The increase in nitrogen reduces the oxygen available 
for life," said Dot Brown of the Marion Health Department, 
noting that since 1991 the town's inner harbors have not 
improved in this regard. Nitrogen, says Brown, has been 
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increasing over that time span. 

According to the presentation, the currently required 
Title 5-compliant septic systems remove 25 percent of the 
nitrogen in water; Heufelder says data coming in from 
communities using the new technology supports the 
potential removal of 60 to 70 percent of nitrogen. 

"Alternative septic systems are science. They're not 
rocket science; they're science," said Heufelder, alluding to a 
potential windfall of installation opportunities for engineers, 
sanitarians, and people who are interested in wastewater 
to be on the ground floor of an innovation. "We've been 
dumping (wastewater) in the ground and a bunch of sand 
and hoping it'd do the job for eons. It's just not doing the job 
because so many are doing it." 

Marion residents will have the opportunity to vote on 


whether to accept the proposal. A public hearing will be held 
on the matter on June 16, with town meeting scheduled for 
Monday, June 22. 

When sewer is available. Department of Environmental 
Protection Section 13.305 (4) mandates all systems must 
be changed to sewer unless the system is an approved 
alternative. That would include this new technology if 
approved. 

In his presentation, Heufelder stated that "Nitrogen 
from onsite septic systems is a major cause of environmental 
disruption in near-shore areas, causing excessive algae 
growth and depleted oxygen levels. Alternative septic 
systems manipulate the natural nitrogen cycle and remove 
the nutrient forms to produce a harmless nitrogen gas. 

Heufelder estimated that a standard Title 5-compliant 
unit typically removes 20 to 30 percent of the nitrogen from 
wastewater. The majority leeches to the groundwater as 
nitrate and migrates the shoreline, causing environmental 
degradation. With the treatment unit attached, the majority 
of the nitrogen returns to the atmosphere as nitrogen gas. 

"We have a real good feeling for what technologies 
work and what ones don't," said Heufelder, urging residents 
to visit the Massachusetts DEP website. 

Long Island, he says, is just coming out of the cesspool 
era and is among areas yielding positive results, along with 
Chesapeake Bay in Maryland and locations as near as West 
Falmouth and as far as the west coast. 

The Massachusetts Alternative Septic System Test 
Center is operated by the Barnstable County Department of 
Health and known by Heufelder as "Poop Central." 

Stony Brook University, located on Long Island Sound 
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about halfway across the island, has corroborated the study 
in a partnership of its Center for Clean Water Technology. 

Residents' questions via chat participation addressed 
logistical matters, but multiple queries focused on following 
the dollar and asking who's to benefit in terms of contracting 
installations? 

"Who profits from all of this? You're just hearing 
a voice on the end of a computer, but I'd say you're all 
profiting from it," said Heufelder. "No one focuses the efforts 
toward one lab or one vendor. If you're an engineer and 
you're listening to this, you can (install systems). I don't have 
any dog in this fight." 

Heufelder stressed that the technology is non¬ 
proprietary and that anyone can learn how to install and 
maintain the new system. His accompanying caution was 
diligent monitoring. An unchecked treatment unit on 
the blink, he said, is a step back from a traditional Title 
5-compliant system minus the treatment unit. 

"If you ain't watching, they ain't working," he said. 

Seasonal use requires more monitoring, as it takes one 
to two weeks of operation for a year-old system to resume 
denitrification. According to Heufelder's presentation, the 
Marion Board of Health will establish its own monitoring 
and testing requirements. 

Brown estimated that a system with the treatment unit 
would cost an average size (i.e. three-to-four-bedroom) home 
approximately $6,700. 

"There might come a time when the state becomes 
much more dictatorial," said Brown, noting sweeping 
changes in regulations in other parts of the country. "This is 
what we're trying to avoid." 

Rochester Reluctantly Approves Early Voting 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Town Clerk Paul Dawson sought and was given a 
somewhat reluctant approval to initiate an early voting 
option with Rochester residents during the Board of 
Selectmen's May 18 remote access meeting. 

The approval means that all registered voters in the 
Town of Rochester will receive a letter explaining the process 
along with an application to request a ballot. In order to 
enact the process and engage in early voting, residents will 
need to return the application to the town clerk's office either 
by mail or in-person. Then those voters will be sent ballots 
that they can then return on or before the election day of 
Wednesday, June 17. 

The motivation is simple. Rochester has but one polling 
place, the Senior Center on Dexter Lane, and would like to 
avoid a crowd. 

"(The process of) early voting is exactly the same as 
an absentee ballot," said Dawson, explaining how absentee 
voting is defined by law as a registered voter who cannot 
get to the polls because of emergency or work-related 
circumstances or a religious holiday. "The difference here is 
early voting is typically not available for town elections, and 
since the (state) legislature gave us this ability to have it for 
town elections, we should take advantage." 

Under the proposal now approved, Rochester voters 
will be afforded the same opportunity that an absentee ballot 
provides, and this obviously based on safety precautions 
associated with the coronavirus pandemic. 
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Chairman Paul Ciaburri asked Dawson what would 
keep anyone from voting twice. Dawson pointed out that 
the same risk is being taken with the absentee system and 
the early voting option being extended at the state and 
federal levels to the recent presidential primary as well as the 
November election. 

'There are checks and balances in the system to make 
sure no one votes twice," said Dawson, noting that state law 
requires that polls be open on election day (June 17). "But 
to the greatest extent possible, it behooves us to limit the 
number coming into the polls." 

"No matter what we do, whether we decide to do 
this or not, we should look at the options and let (residents) 
know early as we can," said selectman Woody Hartley, who 
is running for reelection this year. "I think a lot of people 
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enjoy going to the polls -1 know I enjoy going - to do that 
thing that is democracy." 

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar reported that, 
of Rochester's 4,457 registered voters, 90 have already filed 
an application to vote remotely, leaving 4,367. She also 
estimated based on those numbers that the early-voting 
application process would cost the town $2,183 and, with a 
maximum response, the potential for another $2,840 in costs 
for mailing ballots. Szyndlar said the maximum total cost 
would approximate $5,000. 

Dawson told the board, "If you give me the OK today, 
potentially by the end of this week and the beginning of next 
week they could all be out the door." 

Despite efforts to communicate options via the town 
website, its Facebook page and the local press, Dawson 
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indicated that the best way to get the message across is to 
send voters a letter. 

Vice Chairman Brad Morse said, "We need to do this" 
and made the motion to approve. Hartley seconded "for the 
sake of protecting the people of Rochester," and Ciaburri 
approved "reluctantly." 

The plan was for Szyndlar, Town Counsel Blair Bailey 
and all the selectmen to review the letter before it is mailed 
out. "As long as it's got information about the town meeting, 
etc., it would be worthwhile," said Ciaburri. Bailey suggested 
the letter include "everything we can get in there that doesn't 
overwhelm folks." 

Dawson thanked the board, calling theirs a "tough 
decision." 

As for the polling place itself. Town Facilities Manager 
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Andrew Daniel discussed tentative plans for walking traffic 
at the Senior Center polling place and said he thinks the 
town can avoid paying to rent a tent by adopting a plan for 
walking traffic. The main feature would be a walk-through 
in which voters would exit the building out a different door 
than the front entrance. 

Bailey expressed concern within the constant-flow 
model for disabled voters. Daniel said the added walkway 
around the back of the building would make it possible for a 
safe passage for disabled voters. 

"Andrew's always mindful of ADA requirements. He's 
done a good job," said Hartley. 

Dawson said he expects soon to receive the secretary 
of state's policies for maintaining social distancing in the 
polling locations. "We know we're going to have to take 
different measures. I think the entrance will have to stay the 
entrance, then we'll guide people out of the building," he 
said. 

Szyndlar suggested that the matter could be addressed 
at the public safety meeting scheduled at the end of the 
month. 

In other business. Hartley publicly thanked Marcia 
Kessler for her work not only rolling out the town's current 
plan to tune-up its recycling program, but for her efforts 
fielding complaints and questions on social media. "She has 
been an amazing, amazing, (public-relations) director for the 
Town of Rochester. She didn't have to do this at all, she could 
have directed everything to town hall," said Hartley. "My 
hat's off to the work she's doing." 

Szyndlar agreed. "I've talked with her quite a bit 
(Monday)... told her she's doing awesome work, great PR, 
and she really appreciated that." Szyndlar said Kessler has 
clarified for residents what falls under recycling and what 
does not. "She's phenomenal to work with her every day." 

Hartley shared on his Zoom screen a photo of a 
canopy-mounted solar array like the one that may wind up 
at Rochester Memorial School. 

Szyndlar said she had emailed to the selectmen 
Governor Baker's May 18 orders as Massachusetts begins a 
multiphase reopening. 

Barring emergency, the next meeting of the Rochester 
Board of Selectmen is scheduled for Monday, June 1, at 
11:00 am, at which point Szyndlar will present a draft 
budget. She told the board's members that they will need 
to sign the warrant on Monday, June 8, to get it posted for 
the June 22 town meeting. The selectmen are expected to 
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make recommendations and vote on budget at their June 8 
meeting. 


How Far Can Local Government Govern? 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Board of Health member Dot Brown and Selectman 
John Waterman debated the role of the Board of Health and 
the authority of towns to devise their own rules during 
Tuesday's remote access meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen. 

Everyone is getting tired of the new normal, and 
the disagreement on what to do about it stems from the 
ambiguity and lack of applicable orders at the state level for 
a coastal town such as Marion. 

Frustration is mounting, and while Waterman sees the 
state's lack of specific directives as an opportunity to govern 
at the local level. Brown stated that the job of the Board of 
Health is not to make it up as it goes but rather enforce state 
laws and guidelines. 

"We aren't even allowed to go further than the state. 
Some towns have more stringent rules than the state and 
you're not allowed to keep those," said Brown. "We've been 
having a lot of trouble with some of their regulations because 
they (contradict one another)." 

Brown says she has sat in on calls and pointed 
questions have been asked and not answered. 

"When the guidelines aren't clear... if the overall goal 
is to get things back going and doing it safely... we need to 
make local decisions where we don't have clear guidelines," 
argued Waterman, alluding to Marion's boat-launch service 
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and access to the town house. 

"I think you give us too much credit to affect this; it's 
the state's rule," said Brown. 

What to do in the meantime? 

"If we have room to make a decision that doesn't 
contradict the state guideline, I have no problem with that. 
But 80 to 90 percent of the time, we have no wiggle room," 
said Board of Health Vice Chairman Dr. Ed Hoffer. 

"We should be able to identify those areas so we can 
(make progress)," said Selectmen Norm Hills. 

Waterman said, rather than call the state for an 
interpretation of orders, use the wisdom in the roles that 
experts hold locally and make decisions on the 25-percent 
rule at the town house and the launch service. 

"It's not one case, it's what we do," said Brown. "We sit 
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around to feed the baby This is normal. The 
biggest threat is cats, so keep your indoors until 
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visit our website at MattapoisettAH.com 
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there and ask questions." 

Hills said, "There are things where the state (order) is 
gray, and we should be able to determine what is the best 
way to go forward as long as we don't step on the state's 
toes." 

Board of Selectmen Chairperson Randy Parker said, 
"We have to make (decisions) slowly. We're all getting a 
little testy and grouchy with this thing going on... How we 
can plan ahead? What is the proper way to open the beach 
(parking lot)?" 

Brown said the Board of Health has a great plan and 
a great sign. "I'm pretty worried about enforcement," she 
admitted. 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail said that Chief of 
Police John Garcia will monitor the parking lot and that work 
being done on the site by the DPW could be ready for Friday, 
May 22. 

Hills noted the other, smaller public parking areas that 
also need monitoring going into Memorial Day weekend. 

By May 25, office businesses including barber shops 
and pet grooming will open by appointment only and with 
specific rules on social distance between chairs, etc. They are 
charged with self-certification, and the only way the Board 
of Health will learn that proper standards and sanitizing 
practices are not being followed will be by complaints. 

Curbside retail will begin opening on Monday, May 25, 
and the public library will join in but not by Tuesday, May 26, 
according to McGrail. First, the library will submit a plan for 
town review. 

Information will be posted on the town website 
(marionma.gov), on Facebook and via an email blast. 
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As anticipated, the Board of Selectmen voted to host 
town meeting on Monday, June 22, and town election on 
Friday, June 26. McGrail will meet with ORCTV on Thursday, 
May 21, to test the technology that will allow Marion to hold 
the meeting in three separate rooms at Sippican School and a 
fourth space, the Tabor Academy fieldhouse. A press release 
will be issued this week. 

The board also approved the revised budget of 
$29,518,843 for FY21. Contrary to initial plans, town meeting 
will deal with the entire warrant. McGrail reported that the 
Planning Board chose not to go forward with one or two 
items that will remain on the warrant and be passed over at 
town meeting. 

In revising the budget. Assistant Town Administrator 
Judy Mooney cut close to $200,000. She based her goals on 
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what happened with state aid during the Great Recession of 
2008. 

"There was no pushback (from department heads) 
whatsoever. Our goal was to keep our staff employed, and 
we were able to do so," she said, recommending the capital 
plan go to town meeting as originally approved, "because 
more (money) is going into the stabilization fund than into 
any capital project... State aid is our biggest concern." 

Mooney said the 2.55 percent increase for the FY21 
budget is significantly greater than increase of the FY20 
budget over FY19. 

After testing out the mechanics of public hearings with 
ORCTV and having worked with all of the chairpersons, 
McGrail requested the board allow public hearings as of June 
1. 

"We have an extensive list," he said. "The guinea pigs 
are going to be (the Board of Selectmen) for a liquor license 
on June 2." 

Public hearings will operate with a dedicated phone 
line into the police station. As Parker had recommended at 
an earlier discussion, a public hearing will not be closed until 
the subsequent meeting so as to allow sufficient time for 
public feedback. 

The Board of Selectmen will continue planning weekly 
meetings, and the Conservation Commission will meet every 
other week. 

The board passed a motion to keep water restrictions in 
place for June 15 to September 15. 

In his Town Administrator's report, McGrail told the 
board he plans to bring back full-time staffers into the office 
on Tuesday, May 26. They will be equipped with a self- 
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guidance checklist, and the Town House has been fitted with 
plexiglass and desks have been relocated to meet distance 
requirements. 

A medical emergency caused a driver to crash into 
the gate at Silvershell Beach, but Marion still anticipates 
the potential of opening the parking lot on Friday, May 22 
and getting the whole Memorial Day weekend. The plan 
for the beach will expand in mid to late June with a beach 
concession stand and bathhouse open to residential stickers 
only with no daily fee. 

Thursday, May 28, will be the final day of operation for 
the food bank run since March out of the Community Center. 
The town will transition to more delivery service for seniors. 
Families in need can note that Damien's Place in Wareham 
has opened up its hours and running its facility again. Fliers 
will be going home with students attending school lunch 
program at Sippican School next week. Marion's food bank 
operated for three months. 

Coming toward the end of FY20, McGrail briefly 
summarized that 90 percent of a daunting list of goals and 
projects has been completed, including but not limited to 
work on the lagoon, contracts with waste management, 
curbside collection, a solid-waste contract, and Master Plan 
Implementation. 

There are up to 40 items on Marion's pending projects 
list. Waterman suggested assigning each of them to a 
particular selectman who would co-own the project in terms 
of moving it ahead. 

In other business, the Board of Selectmen approved 
common victualler licenses for two businesses, to applicant 
Elizabeth Carter for Ansel's Cafe and to applicants William 
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Daly, Jeremiah Daly, and Kim Susi for Marion Golf Club. 

Carter has worked at the restaurant for nine years 
and is taking over, expanding hours to Wednesday through 
Sunday from 9:00 am to 3:00 pm in order to add some light 
breakfast. 

Jeremiah Daly explained to the board that he grew 
up on Old Meadow Road in Marion, and as Bruce and 
Sue Carlson retired, this is an opportunity to take over the 
lease of the property belonging to the abutting property 
owners known as Marion Harbor East Trust and keep "Little 
Marion" in business as Marion Golf Club LLC. 

The immediate plan is to invest back into the course 
and make use of the kitchen by serving cold sandwiches that 
are made off-site. Someday they aspire to restore the course 
to the original 1904 design of George Thomas. A restaurant 
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inspection has been scheduled for Friday, May 22. 

The Board of Selectmen will hold its first public hearing 
since the coronavirus pandemic on Tuesday, June 2. 

'No Mask - No Enter' Selectmen Develop 
Disciplinary Process 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

On May 14 the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
discussed how and if they had the authority to implement 
fines or other disciplinary actions should businesses violate 
conditions imposed by Governor Baker that were to be 
updated on May 18. The specific issue is the need to wear 
face coverings inside places of businesses. 

Selectman Paul Silva expressed his concerns saying 
that, in the many years he has served the town, the number 
of calls he has received from people concerned that others 
are not wearing masks in public outpaces all other topics. 
"I've heard more about people, businesses not following the 
governor's orders than anything else," he said. 

Silva asked Town Administrator Mike Lorenco what he 
had learned in recent discussions with the town's counsel on 
this topic - does the Board of Selectmen have the authority to 
impose fines? 

Lorenco said that his office had also been receiving 
calls from concerned residents. Silva said he wanted to come 
up with a policy, one that would notify businesses if they 
were in violation, giving them the opportunity to correct 
problems, followed by increasingly more stringent steps 
including the possibility of license revocation in the event 
rules continued to be breached. 
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Lorenco shared the opinion of town counsel that the 
Board of Selectmen does not have the authority to impose 
fines but can call into question operating permits. "Only the 
Board of Health can impose fines/' Lorenco stated, "but you 
can hold hearings on licenses." He further explained that 
current bylaws do not spell out specific fines for specific, 
non-criminal-action causes, thus the BOS does not have that 
authority. 

Last week Marion's Board of Selectmen voted to give 
its Chief of Police, John Garcia, the authority to issue fines on 
defiant businesses or individuals but only as a last resort. 

Regarding masks, Lorenco said that a new explanatory 
flier was being passed out to businesses that spells out "No 
Mask - No Enter" and other signage that business owners 
can use to help educate themselves and the public. 

"I still think we should have a policy, three step policy," 
Silva reiterated. Selectman Jordan Collyer concurred. Collyer 
said, "Maybe three steps, first a verbal warning with a letter 
outlining the verbal warning, then a written warning, then 
a hearing with maybe a suspension." Colly er said that if 
someone calls to report a business those "complaints" must 
be in writing to ensure fairness to the business owner. "We 
are going to need something firm to avoid challenges," he 
said. The selectmen agreed that electronic messages from 
the public with contact details would be acceptable. "It's 
absolutely necessary to let businesses know so they can 
address it, so we don't have to," said Silva. Collyer asked 
Lorenco to draft the steps and have them reviewed by town 
counsel before moving forward. 

On the matter of fines, Lorenco said the Board of 
Health does have that authority, but the selectmen decided 
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to wait until after May 18 to see if further measures 
would be necessary, "Let's wait and see if the governor's 
recommendations are sufficient," Silva said. 

Earlier in the meeting the selectmen voted to open the 
spring town meeting warrant for petition articles until May 
28. Currently the spring town meeting is scheduled for June 
22 . 

Financial implications from COVID-19 remain 
high. During an email conversation with former town 
administrator, now town consultant Mike Gagne, he reported 
to The Wanderer that the original FY21 operating budget 
had been sent back to all town departments in an effort to 
trim expenses. He wrote, "Local schools has trimmed their 
budget, they are at the lowest percentage increase I have 
seen in many years. Revenues that will be down, motor 
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vehicle excise taxes, expect state aid to schools will be down, 
permits, license and fees down, earnings on interest." While 
the primary source of revenue for the Tri-Town communities 
comes from real estate taxes, both Gagne and Lorenco 
stressed the importance of keeping a tight rein on expenses. 

Lorenco said during the May 14 meeting, "We are 
reworking the budgets to level spending wherever." He said 
that monies were being redistributed in the updated budget¬ 
planning process, that numbers were being verified and that 
further cuts might be needed. Thinking ahead, Lorenco said, 
".. .budgets and savings aren't going to stop in June; we are 
going to take a conservative approach to hiring and spending 
in case things are prolonged." He said that fiscal impacts 
from COVID-19 are likely to be felt through 2022. 

Silva said that state aid to the town generally comes 
in at $1,500,000 on a $28,000,000 budget. Lorenco noted 
the state is facing a heavy fiscal burden. "The state's April 
budget came in $2.3 billion under budget... I expect a lot of 
financial trouble at the state and federal level." He said it is 
possible hiring will be cut and capital expenditures trimmed. 
Collyer agreed that wherever possible savings will be sought, 
"We don't want to overshoot our growth... we're taking a 
hardline approach and may cut back our 2.5-percent levy." 

He said that, should fiscal matters improve, the fall town 
meeting would be an opportunity to add back expense line 
items that were cut in the spring town meeting. But for now 
expenditures needed to be cutback. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was not been scheduled at press time. 

Funding Cuts amid Crisis 

Marion Finance Committee

In its first meeting of the month, the Marion Finance 
Committee held a group meeting over the GoToMeeting 
video conferencing platform to discuss an updated agenda 
and resolve outstanding business. The meeting was held on 
May 18 after the initially proposed meeting date of May 6 
was rescheduled. 

Chairman Peter Winters led the committee through a 
preliminary review and approval of minutes. The minutes 
from meetings held on March 11 and April 1 were approved 
with unanimous votes. 

After the concluding remarks pertaining to outstanding 
issues, the committee moved on to a review of the amended 
budget. Assistant Town Administrator Ju dy Mooney 
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reported that the total projected general funds revenues for 
the Fiscal Year 2021 are $24,772,528. The projection is a 2.55 
percent, year-to-year increase from FY20. 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail noted that there is 
a projected negative outlook on state aid for FY21 due to 
the COVID-19 crisis. This came after an analysis and cross- 
reference of state aid received during the great recession. 

"Our goal was to put together a proposed budget based 
on a negatively impacted state aid outlook," said McGrail. 
"We tried to spread it out so that no one department was 
affected unfairly." 

Describing amendments to the budget, Mooney 
determined that the analysis of state aid and growth figures 
would be prudent. The changes indicate that last year's 
state aid, amounting to $1,215,316, will likely decrease to 
$1,076,926. 

Despite the marked decrease in revenue, Mooney noted 
that "Marion does not rely heavily on state aid," and the 10 
percent decrease from the previous year was factored into 
the budget in order to preempt decreases in aid caused by 
the COVID-19 crisis. 

Mooney's report anticipates a 15 percent decrease in 
overall funding to the town of Marion in FY21. That said, 
FinCom made specific efforts in its budgeting to guarantee 
that the cuts would not result in any reductions in staff. 

"Thankfully, our conservative approach has allowed us 
to avoid any layoffs," said McGrail. "We really tried to focus 
on cutting programs and services planned for FY21. That 
way, these programs are just no longer moving forward as 
opposed to cutting already existing programs." 

Even with the committee's successful efforts to avoid 
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any loss of jobs, the projected budget still includes sweeping 
cuts to Marion's local programs, including a $60,000 cut 
to the schooling fund. Members of the committee made 
mention of their gratitude toward local groups for their 
cooperation during this crisis. "We told them what we 
needed to cut, and they chose where to cut the money," said 
Mooney. 

The hope for many committee members is that the 
cuts will not need to be as significant if reimbursement for 
increases in spending due to the virus is received. 

"We will be looking into getting reimbursed for all of 
our COVID-19 spending," Mooney explained to Winters. 
"Some will come from FEMA, some will come from 
Medicare. The hand sanitizer, plexiglass, gloves, and masks 
will all be reimbursed from different pools of funding, but 
some money needs to be accounted for preemptively in the 
budget." 

Even with precautions added to the budget, Mooney 
explained that FY22 would likely be the biggest challenge. 
"FY22 is going to be very difficult, more difficult than this 
year. We have a large amount of tax revenue that is not 
coming in because of closed businesses." 

One positive budget topic brought before the 
committee related to the town's local receipts, a tax-free 
revenue source. The projected amount from receipts totaling 
$1,600,000 for FY20 has already been surpassed and is closer 
to $2,000,000. The committee made it clear that the added 
revenue will help ease future budget cuts. 

Winters echoed the sentiment that a conservative 
approach is the most appropriate course of action in this 
economic climate. The Marion Finance Committee took 


efforts to aggregate more revenue to stabilization funds. 
These funds essentially act as monetary reserves in case of 
dips in revenue. 

"Our greatest expense is the revenue being dumped 
into the stabilization funds, which is good news with 
economic uncertainty in the future," said McGrail. 

With the amendments to the budget addressed. Winters 
called for a motion to approve the budget. The motion 
unanimously passed, and the budget will be recommended 
at the Marion town meeting scheduled for Monday, June 22. 

Town meeting is scheduled to be the town's return 
to in-person meetings since the COVID-19 outbreak. The 
meeting will take place in three locations including a central 
location in Sippican School and a fourth location, the Tabor 
Academy fieldhouse, for a total of four different locations. 
Attendants will be socially distanced, and a screen with 
audio feeds will project the meeting to each location. 

McGrail expanded on the impact of the virus on the 
town offices and explained some radical transformations 
taking place to guarantee the safety of the town's workers. 
The changes include socially distanced office desks and the 
addition of plexiglass shields. Those changes, along with 
facial masks and gloves, will be the new normal when the 
offices reopen. 

"We have hit our targets, and we have not had to do 
any layoffs," McGrail told the committee. "All workers 
are working from home or in the office on abbreviated 
schedules." 

The offices are set to reopen in full capacity on Tuesday, 
May 26. The reopening will see the return of all current staff, 
but the offices will likely continue to be closed to the public 
until June, when further examination of the current crisis will 
take place. 

The next Marion Finance Committee meeting will be 
held on Wednesday, June 3, at 7:00 pm. Barring any changes, 
the meeting is set to take place remotely on the GoToMeeting 
video conferencing platform. 

Rochester Trims FY21 Operating Budget

"There is no clear-cut guidance..." began Rochester 
Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar as she explained 
FY21 operating budget reductions to the Finance Committee. 
During the May 18 remote meeting, Szyndlar stated several 
times that guidance on what state aid to cities and towns 
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emergency hearings, will be cut by $3,000, leaving $128,115. 

Rochester's Highway Department reduced its budget 
by $25,000 with a newly adjusted budget of $557,921 and 
snow removal cut to $4,000. 

Rochester's Council on Aging was able to reduce its 
budget by $4,868, primarily from staffing for a new budget 
total of $261,929. 

A modest $900 was offered up by the Library director, 
leaving $232,930. 

Another $9,000 in savings generated by cutting back 
on accumulated sick-leave benefits, leaving the balance at 
$5,000. 

The biggest cut came from the Rochester Memorial 
School, whose planners agreed to reduce their overall budget 
by $52,270, leaving an operating budget of $6,011,697. This 
cut Szyndlar stated was from a supplies and programs line 
item. 

Member David Arancio asked if those departments 
with budgets over the 2.5-percent levy were ready to defend 
them on town meeting floor. Szyndlar responded that they 
were but that most were under that number, bringing the 
total town budget to a 1.97 percent increase. 

Regarding unrestricted state aid, Szyndlar said that she 
anticipates an approximately $112,000 reduction and state 
aid to schools decreasing by $40,000. She said that by the fall 
the state should have a better handle on revenue losses and 
that by being fiscally conservative now and in the coming 
years, "...we're going to be covered." But she also cautioned, 
"the state can't run at a deficit... it may be late fall before we 
know anything." 

Everyone agreed that the next few years would be 
financially difficult given the amount of money swallowed 
up by COVID-19. Arancio suggested that the Finance 
Committee begin its FY22 budget process sooner than later 
to give the committee ample time to study revenues and 
expenses. 

Presently a June 22 town meeting is planned, but 
where and how remains unclear. Selectman Woody Hartley 
said he had been to Rochester Memorial School, had taken 
measurements and that planning was underway that 
included non-family members having ample distancing. "I 
think we can get 100 people in there," he said. 

Hartley was asked by member Peter Armanetti if the 
town would be following state guidelines on re-opening and 
other state regulations associated with the pandemic. "That's 
up to the Board of Health," Hartley responded. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Finance Committee 
will be posted once scheduled. 

Health Agent Narrowed Down to Two Finalists

Tuesday's Marion Board of Health meeting opened 
with a welcome dose of relief, as it was learned the driver 
who suffered a medical emergency and crashed a car into the 
gate to the Silvershell Beach parking lot is going to be okay. 

The town now has to go right to work in repairing 
or replacing that gate in time for a hope-so Friday, May 
22, opening of the parking lot at the start of Memorial Day 
weekend. 

Undeterred, the Board of Health voted unanimously 
to open the Silvershell Beach parking lot with every-other- 
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space restrictions effective Friday, May 22. Chief of Police 
John Garcia attended the meeting and said the police would 
make regular checks and be available to address any defiant 
or unruly behavior. 

On a screening committee with Board of Health 
member Dot Brown and Finance Manager Judy Mooney, 
Town Administrator Jay McGrail reported on the progress of 
the newly created position of part-time health agent. From 
10 resumes, the screening committee identified a half dozen 
candidates and narrowed that list to two, Anna McEntee and 
David Flaherty, to bring to the Board of Health for discussion 
in its 3:00 pm meeting Thursday, May 22. 

McGrail called McEntee and Flaherty 'Two qualified 
candidates... I think it's going to be a hard decision for the 
board. Given it's a part-time position, we're really lucky to be 
bringing these two candidates forward," he said. 

Marion Public Health Nurse Kathleen Downey's time 
has been spent working mostly on COVID-19-related issues 
including mental health and behavioral issues in the schools 
related to the pandemic and resultant closure of classrooms. 

Downey said the total number of positive cases in 
Marion is around 10. The active-count was to be updated 
on Wednesday, May 20, and posted on the town website 
(marionma.gov). 

She said Marion residents have been choosing serum 
testing, which is problematic in a lack of interpretation. A 
positive result constitutes exposure but does not indicate 
when. Those who test positive in that method wind up 
in isolation for a minimum of 10 days, resulting in high 
costs. "We're discouraging it until better guidelines on 
interpretation on what the serum tests really mean," said 
Downey, who has followed up on 430 cases involving Marion 
residents, only 10 of those testing positive. 

With the state in a reopening process, the enforcement 
of rules has become a touchy subject. Downey addressed 
the importance of focusing on education and working 
collaboratively, but the enforcement piece lacks punch. "I 
can't get done what I have to get done in a regular week. I 
don't know who's going to do that enforcement piece," she 
said. 

Board of Health Vice Chairman Dr. Ed Hoffer said that 
businesses are expected to self-assess their own readiness 
and compliance, but don't have to turn in a document 
anywhere so any revelations of non-compliance will only 
emerge on a basis of complaints. 

Considering tropical storms already have names, 
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Downey thought it prudent to initiate discussion on a 
sheltering plan during the COVID-19 crisis. A high number 
of hurricanes has been forecast. A related problem Downey 
identified was the many volunteers age 65 and/or who 
have preexisting conditions, rendering them high risk. She 
suggested Old Rochester Regional High School as a shelter in 
the event of a hurricane. 

Downey also introduced the need to discuss the 
reopening of public schools for the 2020-21 academic year. 

"We're going to have to have a plan," she said, noting 
that the final say will come from the Board of Health. "I'd 
rather not have people develop an intricate plan only to find 
out it doesn't meet what the Board of Health (requires). I 
would rather work prospectively." 

Going forward, Downey will be meeting weekly 
with Tabor Academy, and Board of Health Chairperson 
John Howard will act as the board's liaison to the prep 
school where he has had children, and now grandchildren, 
attending. 

Howard estimated that 34 percent of students enrolled 
at Tabor are natives of Asian countries. Since the campus 
closed in March, students have not been allowed to return 
and, in some cases, cannot go home. One group, Howard 
said, is renting a house. 

"I am aware of leadership issues at the academy," said 
Howard, who said he expects Tabor to decide over the next 
seven to 14 days who will be head of school for the 2020- 
21 academic year. "Then we'll know who to talk to. I don't 
know who it's going to be, but I know there's going to be a 
decision." 

Head of School John Quirk agreed to take a leave of 
absence following his arrest for operating a vehicle while 
intoxicated on January 31 in Falmouth. The case was 
continued without a finding. He was replaced on an interim 
basis by Julie Salit, the associate head of school for Faculty 
and School Affairs. 

Downey inherited an iPad from the retired district 
health director Karen Walega, but asked the board about a 
data plan so she wouldn't be relying on wifi connections to 
operate it in a moment of crisis. McGrail said Marion has 
many phones on an account with Verizon and will address 
the matter. 

McGrail told the meeting that all departments in the 
town sustained FY21 budget cuts except the Board of Health. 

Howard made sure to thank everyone he could think of 
for their work amidst the COVID-19 crisis. "It's a great team, 
no question about it," he said. 

As a follow-up to the webinar she conducted on May 
16 with guest presenter George Heufelder on alternative 
septic systems. Brown said she will develop a web page for 
residents to address frequently asked questions. 

The Board of Health will meet on Thursday, May 
22, at 3:00 pm and hold its first public hearing since the 
coronavirus pandemic on Tuesday, June 16. 

Tree-Trimming Project Refocuses on Wires 

Rochester Conservation Commission

Throughout the course of its meeting held on May 19, 
the Rochester Conservation Commission moved to address 
a number of Notices of Intent filed by applicants seeking 
approval by the commission in order to go forward with 
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project planning. 

Up second were Paul Shamoian of Civil & 
Environmental Consultants and Dan Peters of SEMASS 
Partnership, who came before the commission in order 
to represent a Notice of Intent meant to act as retroactive 
approval for emergency tree trimming and tree removal that 
took place in March. 

The tree trimming took place in order to protect 
overhead wires and fiberoptic cables that connect the 
SEMASS and Eversource switchyards. Shamoian explained 
that the majority of the lines run through the 25-foot "no 
touch" wetlands buffer zone. With that, he explained that the 
trimming and removal of trees had to take place in order to 
prevent catastrophe. "A damaged line would put the plant 
down for weeks," Shamoian explained. 

Commission member Christopher Gerrior expressed 
confusion as to why no one anticipated that trees 
intentionally added to the area might interfere with the 
power lines. 

"The trees were initially installed as a decorative 
enhancement, but they have grown to be a substantial 
problem," said Peters. "Since we were requesting emergency 
work, we could not work beyond trimming to eliminate the 
hazard." 

Vice Chairman Daniel Gagne mirrored the concerns put 
forth by Gerrior and questioned why the powerlines were 
not moved to a less hazardous location. Gagne's primary 
concern was that if more significant action is not taken, then 
this will be a recurring problem. "Eversource should plan to 
move these lines, so that this does not come before us again 
in a couple years," Gagne told Peters. 


After discussion with Peters and Shamoian, Chairman 
Michael Conway agreed that a plan was necessary to 
permanently resolve the issue. He suggested the addition of 
maintenance plan for the overhead wires to the NOI. 

"I believe, as a condition for Notice of Intent, SEMASS 
should issue an operating plan talking about how it is going 
to inspect these trees on a semiannual basis. Then they can 
provide that inspection to the conservation agent. We should 
get this over and done with once and for all," Conway said to 
the commission members. 

The commission voted in favor of a motion of 
continuance on the issue to June 16 to allow time for such a 
plan to be prepared by the applicants. 

Norene Hartley, who was heard first, met with the 
commission to determine if a proposed repair to a subsurface, 
sewage-disposal system would require the submission of a 
Notice of Intent. The repair to the system would require work 
to be done within the 100-foot buffer zone of a vegetated 
wetland. 

Brad Bertolo of JC Engineering, representing Hartley, 
explained that this is only a project requiring an upgrade to 
an already existing system. Though the system is in close 
proximity to a wetland area, the new leeching facility will be 
introduced in the gravel driveway on Hartley's property and 
will not impact the wetlands. 

After clarifying that the project was strictly a repair 
to existing systems, Rochester Conservation Agent Laurell 
Farinon recommended that the commission put forth a 
motion of a negative determination of applicability, meaning 
that no NOI would be required for the project. 

The commission passed the motion, allowing the 
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project to go forward without any further input from the 
commission members. 

Rick Charon of Charon Associates, representing 
David and Janet Kielty, expanded on a NOI filed to request 
installation of an in-ground pool on 30 Bates Road, Rochester. 
Charon noted that the house in question is within the 
Sippican River-front area. Charon submitted an alternative 
analysis that provided the reasoning for how the current 
construction plan was adopted. 

"We get no closer than any existing structures would 
be," said Charon. "Priority habitats are to the south of the 
developed area of the lot so it leaves the area that we are 
dealing with outside of that priority zone." 

Farinon displayed images of the property to better 
explain how the potential plan would affect the property and 
the surrounding areas. 

"I see no reason why this project can't be done without 
adverse impact," Farinon explained to the commission 
members. "My recommendation is to issue a positive order 
of conditions with the stipulation that a preconstruction 
meeting be held." 

Satisfied with the plan, the commission voted 
unanimously in favor of a positive order of conditions. 

In other business, Brian Wallace of JC Engineering, 
representing a project at the Village at Plumb Corner, 
requested a determination of non-significance for a proposed 
plan to construct a gas line. The gas-line work would not 
require any additional land clearing to be completed. 

Wallace described how the planned gas line would 
run alongside the roadway and that previous plans did 
not accurately demonstrate how the gas line would feed 
into each unit. The determination by the commission was 
necessary for Wallace to proceed with his application for 
construction with Ever source. 

"I think Mr. Wallace summarized this well. The limit of 
work for installation of the gas line is nothing beyond what 
the commission has already approved. It is my opinion that 
this is a minor change," said Farinon. 

The commission determined that the changes were 
insignificant and allowed the plans to go forward. 

The final Notice of Intent to be addressed at the 
meeting dealt with the construction of new canals and a 
solar system at the Eldredge Bogs. Sarah Stearns of Beals and 
Thomas, Inc. represented the NOI filed by Hank Ouimet of 
Renewable Energy Development Partners. 

Stearns outlined that the building of a new canal is an 
exempt activity under current Wetlands Protection Act laws. 
"The goal of the project is to build canals to improve the 
cranberry bog's operations," said Stearns. 

According to Stearns, the intention of the NOI is to 
install a new form of solar array canopy above the canal. 

The solar canopy does not impede on farm operations 
and provides a renewable energy source to the bog. The 
proposed solar canopy is advantageous, because it requires 
no tree removal or the occupation of land that could be used 
for agricultural use. "The idea is to not constrain farming 
operation by the addition of the solar project," Stearns 
added. 

Gerrior questioned the impact that these canopies 
would have on the local wildlife that occupy the areas 
surrounding the canals. He hoped to determine positive and 
negative outcomes for wildlife and vegetation in these areas. 
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Amid ongoing concern about COVID-19

All's fair in negotiations, and it was frustrating for all of us to 
go back and forth... what was acceptable and then was not," 
said Humphrey after both sides unanimously voted to accept 
the contract terms negotiated by the subcommittee. "I would 
like to encourage the region (side of the joint committee) to, 
number one, hold (Nelson) accountable but, number two, to 
support him. At a time when we have no idea what's going 
to happen in the next few months... he's our leader now." 

Applying the finishing touches to contractual 
agreement with a favored son promoted from within turned 
out not to be the fait accompli one might have assumed. 

The finalizing of a standard-length, three-year contract, the 
sequel chapter following the drama of the interview and 
hiring process, apparently had its own adventure. 

"When we advertised for the position, there was a 
range (of annual salary) between $170,000 and $190,000. We 
knew if we were getting somebody who was getting their 
first superintendent's position or this was their third. While 
certainly not saying that the $20,000 isn't significant, there 
was a floor and a ceiling," explained Finning. "We honored 
the spirit of what the contract was advertised as." 

There is much more that goes into a contract 
negotiation beyond quibbling over the bottom line, and 
a variety of concerns could factor. Nelson is a doctoral 
student so the timeline in which he is expected to complete 
his degree program is one thing, and another is potential 
tuition reimbursement in the mix with a negotiated benefits 
package. 

"I think this is an opportunity when somebody's taking 
on the chief role of an organization to advocate in their best 
interests and to ask any and all questions from what they 
have learned or heard from the MA Association of (School) 
Superintendents," Finning told The Wanderer following the 
meeting. "It was a spirited, fairly intense, negotiations that 
occurred... There's something about being at the same table 
that would have cut down on the time it took." 

Humphrey also suspects that the context of a school 
year turned on its side by the coronavirus pandemic 
brought its own measure of distraction and delay into the 
negotiations. Now that the process has ended, he was eager 
to praise those involved and thanked Finning and Michelle 
Smith of the negotiating subcommittee. 

"I could not have had a better partner in this," said 
Finning in the committee meeting, thanking members of 
the committee for their work and support. "We will work 
tirelessly to support Mr. Nelson." 

Finning told the joint committee that she and 
Humphrey will reach out to Nelson and White to initiate a 
transition period.

Verotika. Starring Kayden Kross and Alice Haig. 
Directed by Glenn Danzig. Running time: 88 minutes. 
No MPA A rating. Now available on physical and 
streaming home media. 

A word of caution before we proceed. Some bad 
movies are, as they say, "so bad they're good." Others 
are just excruciatingly bad. And then there's Verotika , the 
directing debut of metal musician Glenn Danzig, based 
on his comic books. And I'm realizing that there's no way 
to describe this film that will not make some of you want 
to see it. I could list the endless parade of inept choices, 
the dialogue, the acting, the effects ... Even viewed with 
a drunk crowd of friends, Veronika will cause pain. It was 
made with a great deal of sincerity, that much is clear. 
Danzig believes in his film. That it has become a cult film 
begging for the Mystery Science Theater 3000 treatment 
does not make it less hazardous to your brain and soul. 
You have been warned. .v 

Verotika is a horror anthology, meaning that ? 
instead of making one unwatchable short film, Danzig 
has made three and glued them together like a human 
centipede of cinema. If the stories have a common thread, 
it is the kind of story one can film with a cast largely 
made of sex workers or similar purveyors of meretricious 
cheese. Most of the killing is done by female beasts; two 
out of the three villains are female, preying mainly on 
other females. It's all part of the movie's sub-Heavy Metal 
aesthetic that drenches well-endowed horror vixens in 
gore. None of this is uncommon in low-budget horror, 
which so often has to make do with what it has, and if 
what you have is a band of strippers and literally vats 
of fake blood, the result is Verotika. What's different here 
is that Danzig doesn't seem to know we've seen all this 
before. He thinks he's really showing us something. 

The first story, "The Albino Spider of Dajette," 
concerns a prostitute with eyes for nipples. Her nipple 
tears transform a spider into a six-armed killer the police 
dub "Le Neck Breaker"(the story is set in Paris). Le Neck 
Breaker breaks les necks, all women victims, before the 
police finally catch up to him and plug him with lead. 
Next up is "Change of Face," about a stripper with a 
scarred face; she deals with this by killing pretty women, 
removing their faces, and hanging them on her wall. 

The press calls her either the Face Collector or the Face 
Ripper — Danzig apparently couldn't decide. Finally, 



there's "Drukija, Contessa of Blood," wherein the titular 
woman bathes in virgins' blood (pronouncing "virgin" 
to rhyme with "Bergen"). The virgins are always nude, 
of course, and Drukija is often topless. A virgin tries to 
escape, gets caught, is beheaded; Drukija adds the head 
to her collection of heads. Oh, and all the segments are 
introduced by Morelia, who eats women's eyes and calls 
us "darklings." 

If you wanted to imagine a movie fed on 
adolescent fantasies grounded in comic books and movies 
flooded with gore and T&A, what you imagine will 
undoubtedly be more entertaining than Verotika. That's 
because Danzig takes his material so grindingly seriously 
he drains the fun out of it along with the blood. Danzig 
hasn't learned that you have to insert comic relief or the 
audience will laugh at whatever else presents itself, and 
that's why the movie is gaining purchase as a doofus 
party item. There are problems with camera movement — 
one time you can see the camera jiggle — and the middle 
segment, about the face-stealing stripper, is often bisected 
by harsh horizontal flare beams, sometimes three or more 
in a shot. I don't know why. Neither will you. 

Something like Verotika really tests me, because 
I have grown to believe that there can be value in even 
the most moth-eaten, bereft crap. Someone cared enough 
to make it, and there can be accidental moments of art 
and revelation. I refuse, for instance, to call Ed Wood's 
films "bad"; no films so passionate, and with so much to 
express, can be called bad. Verotika might be passionate in 
that it scratches Danzig's itch for babes and blood, but it 
really doesn't express anything except that itch, over and 
over — the movie is repetitive and, finally, dull. It takes 
a lot of doing to take a movie full of the sort of things 
teen hetero boys love and make it so lifeless and dreary. 
Was Danzig even aroused by his own film? Russ Meyer 
filled his movies with buxom women, and you could feel 
he loved them so much it hurt, and therein lay the art. 
What does Glenn Danzig love so much it hurts? Women 
covered in blood, apparently. But he doesn't have the art 
to make us love it, too. He just trots it out again and again, 
flaccidly.

The Buzzards Bay Watershed Ride provides one of the 
most scenic coastal cycling courses in all of New England, 
and it returns for its 14th year on Sunday, October 4.

With a fun food truck lunch stop, 
water and snack stations every 20 miles, ace bike mechanics 
on the route, and shuttles for both people and bikes, cyclists 
are well cared for and supported. 

Dartmouth resident Sandra Medeiros is preparing to 
participate in her fifth Watershed Ride with the South Coast 
Bikeway Alliance team. "I ride because I love my Bay. I swim 
in it, kayak on it and hike and ride along it. I appreciate all 
that the Coalition does to protect it. Giving residents equal 
opportunity to all that the South Coast offers along with 
clean water is important. 

"Our South Coast Bikeway Alliance team supports 
these efforts and like the Coalition is working to connect 
communities," Medeiros said. "The 50-mile Bikeway, when 
completed, will connect people and places in the South Coast 
with pathways that offer safe, equitable transportation as 
well as opportunities for recreation."

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Previously, this land had been used for grazing, fishing 
rights, and forest land by Plymouth. Earlier this land had 
been made available for sale by two "Indian" chiefs of the 
Pokanoket tribe under orders of King Philip, supreme leader 
of the Wampanoag Federation. 

There were still parts of the area to which Indian 
claims could be made and it is interesting to note that on 
the February 10,1694 list of 30 Proprietors was the name of 
Joseph Lothrop, who was the Indian agent for the settlers. 

He was able to settle two of the claims and records show 
that Charles (Paumpmutt) of Ashimuitt was paid six pounds 
and Peter Sacasow received five shillings. However, Will 
Connett claimed ownership of the whole area and "bitterly" 
contested the grant and took his claim to the court. The case 
was never pleaded and Connett was given a proprietor's 
share in the lands of Rochester. Today his name lives on in 
the Connet Woods neighborhood. 

The records seem to indicate that Rochester had no 
ill effects from the French and Indian Wars but one of the 
fiercest and most famous fighters to terrorize the Plymouth 
colonists during the war, Totosin, made an upland strip of 
land surrounded by Haskell Swamp his "haunt and hiding 
place". 

In 1746, the General Court of Massachusetts appointed 
a committee "to provide a place for the reception of the 
Pigwacket Indians now at Fort William" (in Boston Harbor). 
The place provided was in Rochester, perhaps northwest of 
Witch Rock. One of these Pigwackets was a woman, Molly 
Orcut, who was known for her skills as a medicine woman 
and was called on by many of the settlers to cure illnesses. 
The Pigwacketts eventually moved to Maine where there is a 
museum with information on Molly. 

A Native American presence continued in Rochester 
even after white settlers arrived and they are mentioned 
in accounts of the time. In his memoirs, Abraham Holmes 
claims that a potion given to a Mr. Allen by a neighboring 
Indian saved his life from an unnamed disease. It was a 
potion made from a root and the dosage was a tablespoon 
once in two hours and the pounded roots were paced as a 
poultice on the throat. Holmes's father was able to retrieve 
an unmashed root from the medicine provided to him and 
he grew a plant from it which was a common weed. He then 
was able to dispense this potion to many who needed it. The 
doctors vilified it but according to Holmes everyone who 
took it "in season recovered". 

There are still members of the Wampanoag Nation in 
our area today. 

A disclaimer; I realize that I used the term "Indian " in this 
article but it was in order to be true to the historical record of the 
time.
